It will be 210 


feet long aud 100 feet wide, two stories high and constructed 
of 


brick. This will house live 500 horse power boilers. 
The present 


North Fourth street plant is SO by 12-3 feet. 


The new plant is being built for the purpose of taking care of 


Clowville and Pleasant A'alley as well as increasing business in this 
city. The hydro-electric plant, very efficient in the warm season is 
handicapped during the severe weather, because of the fact that 
the ice accumulates interfering with the working of the machinery 
aud as a result the power is cut off. 
It is largely to take care of 


this trouble that he new plant will be erected as soon as possible.

The year now ending, although a 


fzirty prosperous one for bankers, has 
!>een a lean one for stock brokers on 
account of the dullness in speculation, 
for this reason the Christmas total 
was smaller than in some former 
years in which trading in stocks was 
heavy. 


In some houses in "the street" fixed 


amounts in gold «rcra given to clerks, 
stenographers, bookkeepers and mes- 
sengers, and in others the employes 
receive a percentage of their yearly 
salaries. 


One of the large trust companies 


presented to each employe from the 
president down 50 per cent of his sal 
?_ry for the year, but in most cases the 
amount is much smaller. In a large 
number of commission houses 10 per 
cent is paid. 


Employes of J. P. Morgan & Com- 


pany will not receive their bonuses 
until just before the close of the year. 
Ten years ago their present was a 
7ear's salary, but since that time 10 
per cent has usually been paid to 
clerks affiliated with the firm for 10 
jears or less, and 15 per cent to those 
who have been there longer. 


There is a growing tendency in the 


financial district to substitute salary- 
Increases at the first of the year for 
Christmas bonuses, on the ground that 
indiscriminate distribution 
of lump 


sums places no premium upon merit.

that the bomb thrown at Lord Har- 
tiinge may have contained a subtle In- 
cMan poison, the authorities ordered 
Its fragments submitted to a chemical 
examination.
